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The long, long summer 

We pointed, in yesterday's editorial,' to 
the definite benefits to be derived from an 
extended university year. In our opinion, a 
major obstacle to such a program is the need 
for a summer vacation of five months, during 
which students con earn enough money -to 
return the following year, and professors can 
do the research for which they have no time 
when burdened by teaching responsibilities. 

As to the professors' point of view, we 
must plead ignorance. We do not know 
exactly how many of the faculty would be 
Seriously affected if their five months vaca- 



tion were reduced to three, or to what extent 
it might curtail their research. Nevertheless, 
it is true that such a vacation is five or six 
times the length of that enjoyed by the 
average business executive. 

For the student, on the other hand, the 
necessiity and desirability of sumnier jobs 
is seriously open to question. In the first place, 
only in a small minority of cases do such jobs 
provide the student with training that is help- 
ful either to his education or to his career after 
graduation. In recent years, most jobs have 
been of the routine office variety, sales posi- 
tions, or jobs involving wholly physical skills. 
While these don't harm the student, there

are certainly more educational ways for him 
to spend the summer months. 

The second raison d'être for summer fobs 
Is the traditional poverty of the university 
student, and the vital part which sutrimer 
earnings play in financing his education. In- 
deed, money is a central issue, an issue on 
which the idea of o longer school year could 
stand or fall. 

Not only do students need more aid if 
they ore to lose some of their earnings, but 
obviously the university will have to meet 
increased expenses, in terms of salaries and 
building maintenance, if McGill is to remain 
open an extra two months a year. 

We thus return to the pressing need for 
more aid to education, primarily from the 
Provincial Government. At present, we are 
having enough trouble merely maintaining 
fees at a reasonable level, and are only 
gradually working our way' toward the six 
months' free education a year which the 
Government has proinised. 

Thus, it would seem that a longer year, 
and the relief of the student from the burden 
of often ùseless summer employment, are 
going to be a long time coming. Nevertheless, 
this is a goal which both we, the students, 
and the .administration should bear in mind 
and put into effect, if and when the money 
which we have been promised becomes a 
reality. ' -

Protest statement 
on Federal loans 

Dear Sit: 

A petition is presently in the 
process of being circulated for 
signature calling upon the pro- 
vhicial government to implement 
free education at the university 
level. This is notwithstanding Mr. 
Gerln-Lajoie's persistent lament 
over the astronomical costs of 
modern education and the fact 
that thousands of high school 
teachers are on strike for higher 
pay which the resources of local 
school boards arc hard-pressed to 
accommodate. Obviously, the only 
end which the petition can hope 
to achieve is to declare our 
support for the principle of free 
university education.

pus groups over the publicity they 
had not received in the Doily, and 
promised to look into ways of 
ameliorating the stiluation if 
elected. 

Mirza advocated sweeping re- 
forms for tlie Daily, both as to 
policy and to structure. He at- 
tacked the paper for its "irres- 
ponsible" position on statutory 
grants in the first term, and said 
the Daily must be "totally impar- 
tial" on all campus questions. 

He also recommended that the 
Managing Board be selected by 
Executive Application, and that 
an Editorial Board be .set up to 
advise the Managing Board on 
editorial and other policies. 

Brodhead called external rela- 
tions the key challenge facing 
McGiUians today. He warned of 
the dangers both of isolation from 
the French, and of losing our 
rights as an English speaking mi- 
nority. He urged that "We must 
communicate at every level," in 
order to improve relations. 

Bell favored exchange programs 
between organizations at McGill 
and those at French Universities. 
He cited AlESEC, the political 
clubs, and the ISA as groups 
which might participate in such 
exchange. 

Mirza extended the friendly 
approach to cover French-English 
relations as well. He said that we 
need someone who will talk to 
the French Canadians and try to 
establish relations at a personal 
level, adding that he had already 
succeeded in achieving coopers 
tion between international clubs 
•t McGUl and at the U of M. When 
asked if he himself can speak 
French, Mirza replied "Haven't 
you ever heard of the UN ?" 

Henry Polkkl, President of the 
EUS, chaired the meeting.

Although almost three weeks have gone 
by, the memory of the Olympic hockey tourna- 
ment still lingers on as a topic of conversation. 
Last Saturday night, I was fortunate enough 
to meet up with Marshall Johnston and Al 
McLean, two of the recently-returned team 
members who were taking in the sights and 
sounds of our Carnival before heading back 
to UBC. , 

As the circumstances of our meeting were 
not at all propitious to conversation It was 
Impoitlble to get more than a few Impressions 
of their Olympic outing. 

Inevitably, of course, the conversation 
turned to the team's reaction to their being 
placed In fourth spot. Johnston, a master's 
student In education a#JBC, felt that the team 
had been so worked up for the gold medal 
game with Russia that they hardly noticed 
the lots of the bronze medal In face of the 
larger disappointment. ."We're only sorry we 
couldn't live up to the expectations of the' 
people back home", addecl McLean. 

Asked if the conciltlons and style of hoc- 
key In Europe had In any way been Instru- 
mental In stretching the margin of victory, 
McLean had this to say » "Not really. We were 
• quite well briefed on what to expect; but, of 
course,. certain things were strange at first. 
For instance, their average hockey rink is 



twenty feet wider than ours, and no matter 

what you are told, If you hove been practising 
on the narrower rink, you're at a slight dis- 
advantage." 

"But I must say, it was a tremendous ex- 
perience. We had a great gang of guys and 
a really good coach. Everywhere we went, 
we were well received." . 

When urged to comment on the reasons 
underlying the team's loss, they both were 
reluctant to alibi t "We met tome pretty good 
teams there — the Russians especially are an 
extremely well drilled club — and 1 guest we 
made a few more mistakes than we could 
afford. Probably we also had too. many lapses 
in our defence." 

DOMINION CHAMPIONSHIPS 

Much of the athletic activities of the cur- 
rent school term are all over but for tK^Iiiiout- 
ing. Only the swim team has yet to pdrllcipale 
in an OQAA meet, and this finale will be 
faced this coming weekend. 

However the second annual Dominion 
Finals In basketball and. hockey will be held 
March 13 and 14 at Windsor and Kingston 
respectively, there the champions of the West- 
ern Intercollegiate, the Ottawa-St. Lawrence, 
the Ontario-Quebec and the Maritime lea- 
gues will compete for the honours won last 
year by McMaster (Hockey) and Windsor 
(basketball).
